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Detailed Action 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 . 1 7(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .1 7(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
24, 2006 has been entered. 

Response to Amendment 

1 . The reply filed February 15, 2007 was applied to the following effect: Applicant's 
arguments are persuasive. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-7, 9-16, and 18-23 (renumbered as 1-21) are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. This 
application is for a magnetic head. The prior art does not teach nor reasonably suggest, as 
recited in claims 1,10, and 19 a magnetic head with a plurality of self-pinned layers, said 
self-pinned layers including interleaved layers of ferromagnetic material and non- 
magnetic metal wherein said non-magnetic metal of said plurality of self-pinned layers is 
chosen from a group consisting of Ru, Cr, Ir,Cu, Rh, and Re. 

These features, in combination with the other features of Claims 1 ,10,and 1 9 are 
not anticipated by, nor made obvious over, the prior art of record. 

4. The closet prior art is Freitag et al (USPub 2005/0122635) shows a plurality of 
self-pinned layers of ferromagnetic material and non-magnetic material, but does not 
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show a plurality of self-pinned layers, said self-pinned layers including interleaved 
layers of ferromagnetic material and non-magnetic metal wherein said non-magnetic 
metal of said plurality of self-pinned layers is chosen from a group consisting of Ru, Cr, 
Ir,Cu, Rh, and Re.
